SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Blow Up Special 14 Rasiert\s classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

Blow Up Special 14 Rasiert is a magazine comprising five photostories of explicit 
sexual activity, and some advertisements for the publication. The photostories depict 
combinations of up to 4 persons (males and females) engaged in explicit sexual 
activity which includes fellatio, cunnilingus, vaginal and anal intercourse, and male to 
female simultaneous penile penetration of a single female’s anus and vagina (double 
penetration). Text in the magazine is minimal and is generally a commentary from the 
female's point of view of the sexual activity taking place. 

The magazine has some degrading, demeaning and dehumanising elements such as 
a general theme of and several references to females constantly wanting sex, an 
emphasis on female sexual attributes, and some coarse language directed at women. 
However, these elements are balanced by the overall character of the magazine which 
is one of mutual participation. The Classification Office considers that because of 
explicit sexual activity and degrading, demeaning and dehumanising elements, the 
publication is likely to be injurious to the public good unless restricted to an adult 
audience. 
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The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in 
determining the classification for Blow Up Special MRasiert. While the rights and 
freedoms outlined in section 14 of the NZBR Act apply to this publication, its 
presentation of extensive male and female nudity, explicit sexual activity, and some 
degrading, demeaning and dehumanising elements in a manner intended to sexually 
arouse, are seen as a reasonable justification to restrict the publication. 
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
